sisting of Idaho and California regi- 
ments beyond Macati were attacked 
also. General Lawton is still at Sa- 
linas. 


Manila, April 5.—Detailed reports of 


the work of General Lawton show 
harder fighting^uring the early part of 
the week than before indicated. In the 
attack on San Rafael the Americans 
met a heavy fire in the jungle on all 
sides.

tactics, every man for himself, saved 
the division from great loss.

Injurious Poods. 


Chicago, May 5.—At the pur* food con- 


vention yesterday Dr. Wiley gave fur- 
ther information to the committee re- 
garding the articles sold in this country 
which were adulterated. The witness 
said that adulterations of food and drink 
which were injurious to the public health 
could be classed in two groups—coloring 
atid preserving. The matter which was 
used mainly in restoring the natural 
color of green, peas, the witness de- 
clared, was sometimes salts of zinc and 
sometimes salts of copper, either of 
which was poisonous. Probably the most 
common chemical used as a pres*rva- 
tive, Dr. Wiley said, was salicyclic acid, 
which was ma-die to a great extent from 
carbolic acid. It should not be per- 
mitted, he stated, because it was very 
bad for the health, especially to those 
who had weak stomachs. He ended hit 
testimony by saying that no food ottered 
for sale which contain*! pree«rv*itlvM 
waa flt to eat. 


Durango-, Col., May 6.—The lands of 


the Uta reservation were opened to 
settlers at noon yesterday. 
They are 


located in the southwest corner of Colo- 
rado, and comprise about 900,000 acres. 
The greater part of this land is smooth 
and tillable, provided irrigation can be 
provided for. 
Several thousand acres 


of land were allotted to the Ute Indians 
in severally before the order of the 
opening was issued, and it is claimed 
this included the choicest locations. The 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad runs 
through the eastern end of the reser- 
vation. 


The start was made promptly at noon, 


and several hundred people did not 
bother with the land office, but made a 
race for choice locations. Only 120 lined 
up at the laud office". <No trouble has yet 
been reported; and if any occurred it will 
not be known for some time, as the 
choice locations are a great distance 
from here. All Wednesday night men 
were seen starting in the direction of the 
Ute lands, and all yesterday forenoon 
there was a continuous jam toward the 
point where the race commenced. 


It is gen*rally believed that the actual 


settl&rs will be allowed to hold the lots 
they sel&cted, but a great many will se- 
cure warrants from the land office and 
depend on this to hold the land. 


The land office officials will accept the 


first applic ation for any quarter section 
and refuse '.ater filing's on the same land, 
leading congests for court settlements. 


The first man in line was P. G. Voight, 


a miner. Then Misses Emma and Delia 
Stollsteimer, two sisters, took their posi- 
tion in line, and they were soon followed 
by hundreds of others. 


The women in line sat on chairs, had 


meals brought to them, and were n-jt 
uncomfortable. 
Land officials issued 


tickets, guaranteeing positions in tbe | 
line, but few accepted them, preferring j 
not to take chances. 
^ 


There is enough land to make 5200 


homes of IdO acres each. The Ute In- 
dians, by the grace of the government, 
have first choice, and naturally filed on 
the best bottom lands. 


Many persons who had for days been 


holding places in the line at the land 
office changed their minda and joined 
the rush for the Ute lands. 
Whistles 


and bells proclaimed the hour of open- 
ing. 


Scores of men who had been holding 


places in line sold out half an hour I - 
fore the opening, 150 being the prevailing 
price. 


The streets of Durango were crowded. 


There was no central starting point, and 
men were scattered alon:; the Color-.do 
and New Mexico lines for 40 miles, await- 
ing the. hour, many with no means of 
rapid transit. From Durango hundreds 
of well mounted and well armed men 
began pushing to the front at daylight, 
all giving themselves ample time to 
reach the favorite sections. 
Many 


home-seekers will purchase farms and 
orchards in Colorado and New Mexico 
instead of taking homesteads in the new 
reservation.

JOHNNY CAKE. 


One quart of milk, two well-beaten 


eg-gs, one tablespoonful of butter, one of 
lai d. one tablespoonful brown sugar, one 
teaspoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, enough Indian m'eal to make a 
thick drop batter. Melt the butter and 
lard, mix all the ingredients together, 
except th; soda, and beat hard for ten 
ininuies. Add the t>oua dissolved in a 
teaspoonful of hot water. Beat a min- 
ute longer, pour in a buttered pan so that 
th° mixture will be about an inch in 
thickness; bake slowly in a moderate 
oven. Serve hot, breaking it rather than 
cutting. 


CREAMED RICE PUDDING. 


Onp cup of fresh boiled rice, three cups 


of milk, three-fourths cup of sugar, two 
eggs, one tablespoonful of cornstarch. 
Seed and cut in two o-ne cup.of raisins 
and cook a few minutes in the milk. Then 
add the corn starch wet in a little cold 
milk, then add rice, sugar and yolks of 
eggs. When thickened, flavor and pour 
into a baktng- dish. Bake in oven, then 
make a meringue of the whites of eggs, 
put on top of puddingr and brown very 
delicately. 
CHICKEN AND RICE CROQUETTES. 


An excellent way of serving a small 


quantity or chicken is to cut all the meat 
carefully from the bones, chop fine, and 
to each cupful of the chicken, add one 
cupful of boiled rice, one teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of butter, half 
a cupful of milk, a little popper, and an 
egg. Put the milk in a double-boiler, 
and as soon as hot, add the ingredients, 
putting in the egg the last of all. Stir 
the mixture until cooked, which will be in 
about three minutes. Pour it out to 
cool. "When cooled, take a little in the 
hand and press into little rolls. Then 
dip into well-beaten egg, roll in bread or 
cracker-crumbs, fry until brown in hot 
fat, taking care the fat is boiling hot. 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD. 


Put into a bowl a pint of milk, and add 


a pint of boiling water. Let it stand until 
lukewarm. Dissolve a yeast cake in a 
Jittle warm water, add this to the cooled 
milk-and-water, add a teaspoonful o£ 
salt and enough whole wheat Hour to 
make a batter. Beat thoroughly for 10 
or 15 minutes; it should then be smooth 
and creamy; add enough more flour to 
make it stiff; turn it out on to the board 
end knead well. Then return to the pan 
and let it rise until light. Mold into 
small loaves, let rise again and bake in 
moderate oven. 


SNOWBALL CUSTARD. 


To one quart of boiling milk add the 


whites of six eggs, beaten stiff, dropping 
them into the milk by spoonfuls. Turn 
them over carefully to cook both sides. 
Take them out and arrange on glass 
dish. Put into the milk the yolks of eggs 
well beaten and sweetened, stirring until 
it thickens; flavor with lemon. When 
cool put into glass rtish and arrange thft 
snowballs on top. 


GINGER CAKE. 


One cup of butter, two cups of sugar 


creamed together; add one cup of mo- 
lasses, one cup of sour milk, four eggs 
well beaten, three cups of flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls of ginger, two teaspoonfuls of 
soda. Beat very thoroughly, until very 
light.

It is believed that this city is in a 


rather tight place because of the 
valuation on which taxes are assessed. 
Xext year the $12 rate to the 
$1,000 


valuation applies to this city, and there 
is an opinion that unless something- is 
done the city will not be able next year 
ito raise money enough, for current ex- 
penses. 
The interpretation given of 


the law is that the valuation next 
year cannot be higher than the average 
of the valuations of the three preceding 
years. That granted, we shall only be 
able to raise $12 on every $1,000 of 
average of the valuations of this year, 
last year and the year before to be 
applied to current expenses. 


It has been suggested that, to get 


out of the dilemma we may find our- 
selves in, North Adams apply 
to 


the legislature to be relieved for a few 
more years from the application of 
the valuation law. 
This suggestion 


lias set the Pittsfleld Eagle to scolding, 
because it thinks it finds in it a scheme 
to avoid paying a larger share of the 
state and county tax. The Eagle ad- 
vocates every member of the legisla- 
ture from the county rising up in op- 
position to North Adams if she goes to 
the legislature with any such request. 
The Eagle is short-sighted in this mat- 
ter. North Adams wants to increase 
her valuation to meet the $12 tax law, 
but at present she cannot do it, accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the law 
which holds that only the average of 
past valuations can be taken, to make 
the first new valuation. The only ob- 
ject North Adams could have in ask- 
ing for an extension of the period of 
exemption from the tax law would be 
the getting of an opportunity to in- 
crease her valuation during the two or 
three years of extended exemption. 


The Eagle must have been hasty in 


its judgment." If, at the Eagle's ad- 
vocacy, the county should oppose and 
defeat North Adams were she seeking 
an extension of this exemption, it would 
simply be kicking money out of its own 
pocket, for, it is held, North Adams as 
she is now situated 
cannot increase 


her valuation. If she goes to the legis- 
lature in regard to this matter all she 
will 
fro there for is to be given a 


rhance to increase her taxable values.

jewels—their glory, th/ir

their priceless worth? When the doors 
•were unlocked and I was taken into the 
peaoook throne room, I found myself 
surrounded by a pass of wealth nn- 
equaled in the world. Nowhere are such 
treasures, but nowhere also is there 
Euoh an accumulation of rubbish.

will, however, dismiss the rubbish and 
refer only to the treasures. Down each 
side 01 the room were chairs entirely 
covered with sheeted gold, and at inter- 
vals were tables of gold, nailed, I shud- 
dered to note, with the commonest of 
black headed tacks.

throne. 
Whether it is one of the seven 


thrones of the great mogul. aud was 
brought from Delhi I don't know, but 
it is certainly tho most costly ornament 
that the eye of man can look upon.

The rug on which tho 
shah sits is edged with precious stones, 
and the pillow on which he reclines is 
covered with pearls. I could keep on 
writing about the dazzling beauties of 
the throne of the king of kings, but I 
never could get beyond declaring it to 
be a superb jewel. Some people have 
valued it at £5,000,000. Its real value

BEE BUZZES.

In tho Mve surplus boxes are unnecessary 
and should not be added to the hive. 


The only rule in using the smoker is to

ed to lay egga, but their eggs will produce 
only drones.

them slowly and carefully. 
Do not slido 


tho frame to its place at one push. Slide 
it up slowly, just to touch the next frame. 


If a colqny in the spring has not pollen 


gathered the previous year, place rye meal 
near tho hive in a protected place where 
It will not blow away 
A little sugar 


sprinkled over it will help-attract the bees.

Hifle Etiquette and Surly Hospitality of 


the Tribes of the Desert. 


I heard, that the Bedouins gave me 


the name of the walking Englishman 
and once or twice were kind enough to 
say that I was one of themselves. Tri- 
fles like these are important when deal- 
ing with men who have tho miuds of 
children. With them whether you are 
10 live or die depends so often on a tri- 
fle that it is as well to have as many 
trifles as possible in your favor. I wore 
their dress in my trip to Siwas, not with 
the idea of taking any one in at close 
'quarters, but of making myself unno- 
ticeable at a distance. I generally walk- 
ed some way in front of my men and 
camels. I did this because the incessant 
drone of the Arab songs became intoler- 
able to me, and as I found Abdulla 
couldn't possibly get on without his 
eternal song I used to put a mile be- 
tween us when the track,-was clear. 


Once or twice, on reaching the bow 


of a sand hill, I would find myself in 
sight of a string of camels. The first 
thing the Bedouins would do was to 
load and holJ their flintlocks at the 
ready. They meant no harm. It is the 
ordinary etiquette of the desert, at 
which no one dreams of taking offense. 
Then I would have to sit down to show 
that I meant no mischief, and conversa- 
tion would be carried on in shouts. I 
generally asked them for a bowl of cam- 
el's milk, which they always gave if 
they had it. On one occasion I carno 
npou a solitary Bedouin watching his 
herd of camels grazing. That man had 
probably not seen a human being for 
weeks. He was squatting on the grouud. 
He neither moved nor turned his head. 
I asked him for milk, and he pointed to 
his camels and said, "Take it." As the 
art of milking camels never formed part 
of my school curriculum this invitation 
was of little use to me. But I could not 
rouse that man to more active hospital- 
ity. He probably looked upon my ap- 
pearance as an impertinent intrusion.

The accident to Kxpressman Ben- 


way's team, briefly recorded in yes- 
terday's isbiie, proves to have been a 
very tad one, and today Mr. Benway 
is in a serious condition as a result of 
it. His face is badly cut und bruised, 
and there was some internal injury, 
although this is not believed to be 
dangerous. His wounds were so pain- 
ful last evening that a physician was 
called for the first time, and Mr. Ben- 
way is now under the care of Dr. R. De 
Los Canedy.

When the troops first touk pos- 
session, children 10 and 12 years of age 
were allowed to roam about naked 
but now, by orders of Governor Gener- 
al Henry, they are compelled to cover 
at least a part of their na.kedness. San 
Juan is a city of perhaps 20,000, but has 
no docks of any kind and the vessels 
have to be unloaded by small lighters. 
There is scarcely any industries and 
very little chance for the natives to 
earn a. livelihood. Arthur was with the 
first troops that landed there and was 
wounded in the first skirmish.

says he is very glad to get home.

Brigadier General Hal« moved on the 


enemy's right and Brigadier

Wheaton attacked the left in a daring 
charge, in which Colonel Funston again 
distinguished himself. The Ransan was

The natives are retreating toward San 


Isi,^! ,3, and It is expected that they will 
m«,ke a stan^ at Arayat, at which place 
the whole of the rebel forces in the prov- 
ince of Panpanga is concentrating. 


It is reported that, impressed by recent 


events, the people of Luzon axe wavering 
in their allegiance to the insurrection 
and are likely to assume a neutral atti- 
tude. It seems as though General Luna's 
forces are destined to destruction within 
a few days unless they surrender or 
scatter. 


The American army has been skilfully 


posted at points of immense strategic 
advantage. The insurgents expected 
them to advance on Balinag by way of 
Quingua, and had furrowed the entire 
country 
beyond Quingua with 
the 


strong- st sort of intrenchments. 


Instead of taking this course, General 


MacArthur swung towards San Thomas, 
the route to which was almost unpro- 
tected. General Lawton 
brought his 


brigade in ag-ainst Balsuam from the 
southeast, covering the line of retreat of 
the rebels towards the mountains, and 
depriving them of a refuge upon which 
they had always counted. 
General 


Lawton captured 50,000 bushels of rice, 
an important part of the stores estab- 
lished by the rebels. 


After a short rest the advance was 


continued. General Wheaton encoumter- 
ing the first series of entrenchments near 
San Fernando. 


General Hale pushed along the road 


flanking the trenches. 


More than 100 sick and wounded men 


from General Lawton's brigade were 
brought to Manila from Malolos by last 
night's train. The heat is unbearable. 


courage ana lought .desperately for 
three-quarters of an hour in the face of 
the American volleys and a rapid fire 
fusllade until flanked by the Montana 
regiment. Then a general scramble en- 
sued, most of the enemy boarding trains 
that were In readiness and the others 
taking the road to San Fernando, after 
burning the villages of San Tomas and 
Minaiin. 


About noon General Wheaton crossed 


the broken bridge, cleared the stragglers 
out of the villages and advances towarf 
San Fernando. General Hale effected a 
crossing simultaneously after a slight 
delay necessary to repair a stone bridge. 


Our loss up to that hour (noon) was 


two members of the Nebraska regiment 
and one of the Montana killed, and Cap- 
tain Albrecht, three members of the Kan 
sas regiment, two of the MorJtana, four 
of the Nebraska and one of the South 
Dakota wounded. 


The enemy's loss was very slight. 


The war department is satisfied from 


the dispatches received from General 
Otis yesterday that the American com- 
mander has put aside the insurgent tem- 
porizing over peace -and has turned his 
attention to most aggressive tactks. 
The wisdom of this course was fully ap- | 
proved by officials here, who have fore- 
seen that the rebels needed further 
chastisement in order to bring them to a 
realizing sense of their position. 


Early dispatches from General Otis 


clearly defined the general plan of his

latest movement.

main columns, Major General 


MacArthur, pushing straight forward 
over a nine-mile stretch of country be- 
tween Calumpit and the latest rebel , 
stronghold, San Fernando, and Major I 
General Lawton directing a strong force ! 
under Colonel Sumner, to prevent the ' 
Insurgents from retreating from San 
< 


Fernando into the mountains to the 
north. 
The later dispatches showed 


there had been hot work in the execution 
of this movement, particularly in Gen- | 
eral MacArthur's advance on San Fer- 
nando. 
The defeat of Luna at San 


Tomas and the scattering of the insur- 
gent forces, leaves MacArthur four miles 
from San Fernando, with a clear road 
before him. He will take the city today, 
according to General Otis' plans. 


Th« taking of towns is no longer looked 


upon by the authorities as of chief mo- 
ment, the main consideration being to 
intercept the insurgents. General Law- 
ton's movement northward to Maasin 
is designed to keep a body of American 
troops to the north of the rebels, and 
between them and their line of retreat 
to the mountains. 
A successful execu- 


tion of this movement will leave the in- 
surgents well nigh surrounded on the 
north, thought there is a stretch of about 
seven miles from Maasin to the Rio 
Grande river, along which the rebels are 
retiring. • If the rebels do succeed In 
getting into the mountains, war depart- 
ment officials believe they cannot con- 
tinue organized resistance, as the moun- 
tain localities afford much 
less op- 


portunity for sustenance than the rice 
lands along the foot hills and bottoms, 
the authorities here are well satisfied 
with the manner In which our forces are 
placed.

Career of the Intrepid Sailor Reads Like a 


Chapter From a Novel. 


. ,, v umrrered a lecture here last even- 
ing on the "Peace Commission at Paris." 
Mr. Frye said <h»t the commission was 
well treated by the French government 
and spoke very highly of the ability and 
courtesy of the Spanish commissioners.

place, but showed no signal of distress. 


Prooamy tne most notable feature or | 


the life of Captain Crapo was when he 
crossed the Atlantic in 1877 in a 19-foot 
whaleboat. accompanied by his 
wife. 


She was the first woman to make such a 
trip in an open craft. The intrepid 
couple were 49 days on the trip. 


The ca.pta.in has sailed the seas ever 


since he vi«s 14 years of aige. On his first 
voyage, a whaling trip, he was wrecked 
in a small boat fast to a whale, and was 
saved by riding a whale's back till picked 
up. Four months later he again shipped 


I whaling, but deserted and eventually 
| reached a cannibal island in. the Mar- 


quesas group, In the midst of the Pa- 
ciflc. He was captured by the natives, 
was adopted by the cannibal king, and, 


, after sevenal years, managed to escape 


i by allowing himself to be bought by a 
. party of European sailors for some paint, 


oil and powd«s-. 


During the Civil war he served under 


Admiral Farragut, and later, in the 
army, was with General Butler. In 1885 
Captain Crapo was master of the schoon- 
er Gussie Wilson, of which he and his 
wife were the chief owners. On Aug. 26, 
in the midst of a furious gale, she WES 
wrecked off Hatteras, and half of her 
crew of six men were lost. 


Captain Crapo 
determined 'to be a 


Christian,, and in 1896, while in command 
of the brig Manson, he offered to place 
her under the flag of the American 
Volunteers. The 
proposition 
struck 


Commander Eallington Booth favorably, 
and the Manson thereafter sailed as the 
accredited navy of the 
organization, 


while Captain Crapo was made a cap- 
tain in the service. The Manson was 
wrecked in 1898 off the Delaware coast 
Captain Crapo was 57 years of age. 


Visiting the Hub. 


Boston, May 5.—Captain Charles E. 


Clark and his wife have arrived from 
Vermont for a three days' visit to friends 
in this city. The famous captain of the 
still more famous Oregon was met upon 
his arrival by a number of newspaper 
men, 
but, after laughingly stating that 


he was in Boston on a pleasure trip and 
declining to recount again the 14,000- 
mile voyage and the battle, he went di- 
rectly to the residence of his brother-in- 
law in Dorchester. During his stay in 
Boston Captain Clark will attend two 
banquets.

WANTS 
LAND AS INDEMNITY. 


Spain Has a Claim Against China For Violation 


of Neutrality Agreement. 


Hong Kong, May 5.- Spain is collecting 


evidence with a view of claiming a ces- 
sion of land in. China as indemnity from 
the Chinese government for permitting 
the steamer Abbey to leave Canton laat 
autumn with arms for the Filipinos. 


The little steamer Abbey was seized by 


the armed dispatch boat of Admiral 
Dewey's squadron on Sept. 23 last. She 
was of American register, though for- 
merly known as the Pasig. It wag re- 
ported to Admiml D«wey that ah« was 
carrying arms and supplies of mr to the 
Filipinos, and he sent the McCuIloch to 
intercept her. When the American cut-. 
ter finally found th* Abbey in Batangas 
Bay, on the southern coast of Luzon, the 
filibuster had landed her cargo of arms 
and munitions, and the insurgents re- 
fused to give them up. Thereupon the 
Abbey was seised and taken by the Mc- 
Cul)o,ch to Manila, In accordance with 
A'dmiral Dewey's desire to maintain the 
status quo in the Philippines pending the 
conclusion of the work of th,e peact com- 
mission In Paris, 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, May 5.— When the Dumond 


license limitation bill reached the upper 
branch all rules were suspended and It 
was promptly given all its readings, so 
that now it merely remains to be formal- 
ly ena-cted before going to the governor. 


Senator Bailey asked a reconsideration 


of the rejection of a bill regarding en- 
gineers' licenses. The motion prevailed 
and the bill was ordered to a third read- 
ing. 


Senator Hodgkins moved a recon- 


sideration of the engrossment of a bill 
for vestibuled electric cars, and had the 
matter laid over to Tuesday. 


The house refused to concur in the sen- 


ate amendments to the anti-coercion bill, 
and appointed a committee of confer- 
ence. Mr. Cullinane, who made the mo- 
tion to non-concur, said the whole intent 
of the amendments was to knife the 
labor organizations. 


The committee on mercantile affairs 


reported a bill incorporating the West 
Sutton Cemetery association. 


The committee on ways and means re- 


ported ought not to pass on the bill for 
the appointment of a committee to regu- 
late and equalize salaries of state and 
county officials. 


Mr. Judd offered an order limiting all

Paris. April 15.—Gayer and brighter 


grow the fashions as May and better 
weather come nearer. The children in 
th% parks are particularly springlike in 
their get up. as of right they ought to 
be in the springtime of life. Dainty 
and charming in bright gowns and 
many flowered hats, they play about in 
their quaint, precise little Frenchy way. 


Lustrine alpaca trimmed with bands 


of satin and guipure lace was worn by 
a dainty little girl of 10, who was feed- 
ing the swans in one of the lakes of ihe 
Bois. 
Her costume combined those 


qualities of beauty and durability 
which are considered so desirable by 
mothers of little girls. The lace was 
used as a collar that fell over the white 
plaited silk yoke upon the shoulders, 
while the bodice was of the poplin laid 
in folds about the waist, with a vertical 
trimming down the front and a border 
of satin about the bottom of the skirt. 
Across the tops of the sleeves were 
bands of the satin, and above the wrist 
were narrow bands heading the little 
flounce of soft lace. 


Little girls look quite as jaunty in 


sailor dress as little boys, although for 
some reason that style of costume is 
less frequently donned by them than by 
the lads. Of course it is a modified 
sailor dress that is allowable for the 
little maids, such a one as the child 1 
have in mind was attired in. This was 
of fine blue serge ornamented with sil- 
ver braid. On the vest, the lapels, the 
collar and the sleeves braid was applied 
with a lavish hand. A belt of narrow 
rows of braid encircled the waist, and 
double rows of it went about the skirt. 


The little light cloth overdresses worn 


by children about this time of the year 
are beautified with much stitching and 
those narrow chiffon ruchings which so 
conveniently ornament much of our 
spring and summer apparel. This same 
chiffon is a most excellent garnishment 
for summer gowns of light silk and the 
soft woolen fabrics that fashion many 
summer evening robes. 


Another trimming which is used to 


advantage on the gowns of children is 
the rucked ribbon—ribbon drawn into a 
sort of double frill by means of the silk- 
en drawing string down the center. The 
ribbon may be easily arranged in all 
sorts of scroll-like patterns and is no 
trouble beyond that which is entailed in 
the work of stitching it upon the gown. 
One very pretty frock of dark blue 
serge was made with a pointed yoke of 
white silk with a loose, open blouse, 
showing a touch of the plaited white 
silk through the jacket fronts. The rib- 
bon is put on in a, vinelike pattern 
around the edge of the jacket and the 
collar. A collar of dark blue satin and a 
loose belt of the same contrasted with 
the lighter blue of the cloth. A touch 
of white on the collar in the shape of a 
white chiffon bow gave the gown a 
fresh, dainty appearance. 


The hats worn with most of the little 


gowns are notable for a sensible width 
of brim. The soft mulls and chiffons and. 
laces cover these hats and contrasted 
with the flowerlike faces of the little 
wearers are most ciiarming. 


There are many novel uses of the art 


of stitching on the spring garments. 
One sees tailor made skirts, broadcloth 
or Venetian cloth, cut in points at the 
front and bordered with close lines of 


stitching over au inset piece that is it- 
self almost all stitching. Scallops, too, 
are put on under piece" of the skirt, 
which also show deep lines of stitching. 
On some of the most swagger suwns I 
have ever seen the stitching is in orna- 
menUil patterns, such as si-rolls and 
leaves and flowers. 


There is a douhj*1 lino of stitchine; that 


is very effective. It i.s done by a special 
machine with two lu-fdlcs that are so 
niadu as 10 draw the cloth up uftt-r 
them in little ridges. Tin.- adoption of 
stitching on summer gowns of linen and 
duck is predicted. 


The. use of strappings is most chic 


and fetching and is likely to be imitat- 
ed on suinmp'' fabrics of the heavier

CUT FLOWSRS. 


The season for flowers being again 


here, it is a question interesting many 
households to know just what can be 
done with them. The average American 
does not know how to make the best of 
them. Quantity and cost more than 
beauty of arrangement count most 
with the person of uncultivated taste. 
Now, uncultivated taste does not mean 
uncultivated in regard to anything but 
flowers. Many people of the most thor- 
ough education have the crudest and 
most primary ideas o£ art where flow- 
ers are concerned. A dab of color in a 
vase is the everyday idea of the use of 
cut flowers, while for special occasions 
H is anything that the florist may 
choose to supply. 


Now, we use1 flowers in our houses for 


two reasons—to display the beauties of 
the flowers and to decorate the apart- 
ment. A single blossom, absolutely per- 
ffect, placed in a vessel suited to its 
special charm is far more beautiful 
than a dozen costly yet imperfect flow- 
ers set together haphazard. 


A cluster of pink almond blossoms, 


•wild cherry or blackthorn, seemingly 
ap nature left it and placed with appar- 
ent carelessness in a large blue bowl, 
will seem to bring a bit of spring into the 
room. When broken up into portions 
and placed about the room in small re- 
ceptacles, much of the character of the 
flowers is lost. 


A very important consideration in us- 


ing flowers for household decoration is 
the choice of the vases. Tall, slender 
flowers like daffodils, narcissi and glad- 
ioli should have holders half as tall 
again as their own length. Tulips and 
flowers of their type should rise from a 
broad, low base. In the case of snow- 
drops, violets, lilies of the valley and 
similar frail flowers a low bowl not 
more than three inches high is the 
proper holder. 
Shallow Delft -bowls 


make excellent receptacles for these 
flowers, and damp moss is a good thing 
in which to imbed their stems. 


Roses may be treated 
in different 


ways according to their \.-inrty. The 
tall, stiff ones, like the American Beau- 
ty roses, lend themselves well to tall 
designs, while tea roses and tho droop- 
ing ones are better accommodated in 
bowls and clusters. Old fashioned sil- 
ver bowls tilled with roses and placed in 
a room are as artistic a use as these 
flowers can be put to. 


It should never be forgotten that tho 


Color of the vases must be kept subor- 
dinate to that of the flowers, brilliantly 
tinted china and glass for that reason 
being less -deiirable than neutral tones. 
The liberty vases, Inexpensive, yet 
graceful in form and quiet in colors, are 
in good- taste. For roses nothing could 
be prettier than some of the dark green 
art vases, simple pottery ware as they 
are. 


A very ujQ,i\i\ rectptacle1 for those who 


are fond of cut flowers is a shallow, 
round- basjcet- with straight sides—a 
rnteiatnre ftocer'n basket. This should 
be four or flv« Inches deep and tin lin- 
ed. If" liked; the basket may be oi fancy 
straw or of birch bark and may be with 
or without a handle. Filled with damp 
mosa, the basket rnay be decorated with 
very little trouble for the center of the 
dinner table. Tulips, pink, red or white; 


lilies of the valley, primroses and hya- 
cinths, with bjts of smilax, fern or vine 
by way of contrast, fill the basket pret- 
tily. If it has a handle, it, too, should 
be -wreathed with moss or vines and 
may be tied with a large bow of rib- 
bon.

studied in placing flowers -within it. 
For instance, a red background would 
look bad against some reds of roses. 
An effective background for all sorts of 
flowers is a

A fern or two 
should be added in case the foliage 
about the stems of the flowers is 
scanty. They always look better when 
stem and foliage have plenty of room 
in the vase. When there are a number 
of these flowers, they will look best if 
the stems are long—have been cut off 
near the root. 


Water lilies are seen to best a'dvan- 


lage on the surface of a plate of water, 
the plate being as dainty a one as is in 
the housewife's possession. 
For ordi- 


nary lilies choose a tall, slender vase 
having a large, round base and a tall, 
cylindrical top. With such a vase about 
three stalks, with their clusters of flow- 
ers and foliage, will make a handsome 
decoration. These stalks must of course 


CARE OF THE TEETH. 


Most people have a general idea that 


it is wise to take care of the teeth and 
accordingly do so, as they suppose. 
They rub a brush hurriedly two or three 
times over the front of the teeth before 
going to bed, or on getting up in the 
morning, and think they have cleaned 
their teeth. 


The importance of sound and service- 


able teeth as an aid to health cannot 
be overestimated, for upon their good 
condition depends thu thorough masti- 
cation of the food, which is the first, 
and not tho least, requisite of good di- 
gestion. Many a person doses himself 
with all sorts of remedies to aid diges- 
tion when the real cause of his dyspep- 
sia may be found in the poor stata of 
his teeth. 


The proper time to brush the teeth is 


after each meal and at bedtime. Before 


one constantly to the recurrence of gum 
boils. 


The use of some good dentifrice once 


a tlay or two or three times a week 
keeps the teeth whiter and better look- 
ins, but is not absolutely necessary 
wnen the toothbrush is used regularly 
after each meal. Rinsing the mouth 
after each brushing with some pleas- 
antly flavored antiseptic solution helps 
to avert decay of the teeth. 


Finally, not the least important point 


in the care of the teeth is a icgular 
semiannual visit to the dentist, thai he 
may examim- the teeth and fill at once 
any beginning cavity. In this way the 
teeth may bi preserved, accidents cx- 
cepled, for a lont; lifetime, and the nat- 
ural teeth, even when filled and repair- 
ed, are many times better from every 
point of view than any artificial ones.

Fish Chowder. 


Fish chowder is a good way of serving 


cod, hake or halibut, and the quan- 
tity, of course, must vary with the sized 
dish you wish to serve. 


Tor 1% pounds nf fish have two slices 


of salt pork, a small onion sliced and 
some potato cut in thick slices, a quar- 
ter of a pint of milk; flour and pepper 
and salt to taste. Put the pork into the 
pan you wish to use and fry it rather 
dry, placo a layer of fish cut into thick 
pieces over this, season with pepper and 
salt and dredge with flour. Then add a 
layer of sliced potatoes and onion, an- 
other layer of flsh and so on till all is 
used. Add just enough water to the 
pot to prevent the contents from burn- 
ing and to cook the potatoes; stew all 
together very slowly for an hour.

Enforcement Not Made . 


a Burden. 


Curfew in North Adams has been in 


force just a year today. Last evening 
the bell and whistle at 9 o'clock round- 
ed out their first yi-ar of moral instruc- 
tion for the youth of the city, and to- 
night the second year will be begun 
Curfew is supposed 10 have rung 365 
times, but is just one day short, as on 
one evening during the year it failed to 
ring. This was on account of a fire, 
which occurred just before 9 o'clock, 
and the chief ordered that curfew be 
omitted lest there should be confusion 
in the blowing- of curfew before the five 
was out 


In view of the argument by the ad- 


vocates when curfew was adopted, that 
the city ought to try it for a year at 
least, it will be interesing at this time 
to review its work locally, and to learn 
what those most interested think of it 
today. 


At the time it was adopted there were 


a good many who laughed at it or were 
more emphatic- in their 
opposition. 


There is no doubt that the law has 
worked better during the year than was 
expected by these persons. At the same 
time it is equally true that it has dis- 
appointed some of the most ardent sup- 
porters, and in fact that the enforce- 
ment of it has been by no means strict. 


There has been a very noticeable de- 


crease throughout the year in the num- 
ber of hoys and girls under age who 
have been on the streets after 9 o'clock. 
This has been particularly noticeable 
on the main streeta Prom the outskirts 
have oome continual complaints that 
the law was recklessly broken. 


As far as records are concerned, there 


have been just two arrests under it 
during the year. Only one of these was 
brought into court. These arrests were 
made a little over two months ago, af- 
ter the ordinance had been in effect 
about nine and a half months. One of 
the boys taken proved that he was on a 
legitimate errand. The other was not 
so successful, and was fined $3 in court 
the next morning. 


These arrests were made by the police 


on account of a decrease in the atten% 
tion that was paid to the ordinances by 
boys, and it was done as a. -warning1, 
which proved effective for a time. 


In addition to these arrests, every of- 


ficer on the force has cases which were 
never reported to the public of boys 
and girls who have been, sent home 
without being arrested, a thing for 
which the ordinance provides. 


The curfew was adopted here as the 


result* of an agitation started by the 
W. C. T. U., which took an active in- 
terest in it, and was the means of hav- 
ing Colonel Hogeland, the "father of 
the curfew," here to deliver, an address. 


Since it went into operation the sub- 


ject has been frequently discussed in 
the meeting of the society, and the gen- 
pral sentiment has been one of perfect

Chief Kendall was asked this morn- 


ing what he thought of it from the 
point of view of the police force. The 
chief was in favor of a trial of the law 
a year ago. He said that he did not 
care to be quoted as an authority on 
the matter, but that the ordinance had 
proved very satisfactory. It could have 
been enforced, like every other law, so 
as to become a great burden to the city, 
and so that parents would have been 
firm in opposition to it. Instead of this 
the officers had tried to use it as every 
law should be used, and the result has 
been satisfactory. 


The arrests recorded do not show the 


actual service the law has done, but the 
streets have been much more free from 
juvenile disturbances since the law was 
passed. From the police point of view 
the ordinance gives the officers some- 
thing on Which to base their authority 
even when children are doing nothing 
that is technically a crime. 


Mayor Cady was not in the city today, 


but has formerly expressed himself as 
favorably impressed with the ordinance 
and its enforcement. 


There was a rumor some time ago of 


an attempt to have the ordinance re- 
pealed at the end of the first year, but 
nothing has been heard of this move- 
ment lately, and it is not generally be- 
lieved that it would succeed if made.

If any Move is Made for Legislation on 


Tax Dilemma. 


The city of Pittsfield, through its 


Eagle, raises this argument again, the 
reason being the recent statement of 
the city's dilemma published in this 
paper: 


"I told you so" is a very convenient 


expression and many times to some 
people it IP not a pl»as ir.< me. 
Tn the 


case it is not pleasant to North Ad- 
ams people, but bears a more joyfu! 
sound to Pittsfleld. 


By our exchanges it is learned that 


North Adams has reached the limit 
of its tax dodging proclivities and is 
now where it will have to comment 
to pay somewhere near its propor*ion 
of the county tax. By a special pro- 
vision in its original charter North 
Adams was released from the provis- 
ion in the state law which does not 
allow a city to expend over $12 on each 
$1,000 valuation for city expenses, but 
this exemption expires in 1900, and 
mow as the valuations there are so 
low and the city debt and expenses 
are so great, in order to keep within 
the law, after 1900 there has got to be 
wholesale increase of property valua- 
tion in the Tunnel City. 


Of course it makes no difference to 


Pittsfield 
how much North Adams 


people have to pay in taxes, but the 
matter of valuation is of decided im- 
portance to not only this city but tn 
every town in the county, for when it 
comes to the apportionment of 
the 


county-tax the low valuations in North 
A^ams serve to put an unjust propor- 
tion of the county tax on the rest of 
the county. The remainder of Berkshire 
county has suffered for years because 
of this, and now offers a sigh of relief 
that the unjust condition of affairs is 
about at an end. 


In discussing this matter some North 


Adams .people are quoted as being in 
favor.of applying to the state legis- 
lature for an extension of time befor? 
that city be placed under the law which 
govern other cities, but if that were 
done every representative in the coun- 
ty ought to rise in opposition to it. 
And this will be done. The balance 
of the county has paid North Adams' 
county bills long enough, and a propo- 
sition to continue the thing will raise 
a storm of objections and will provoke 
an opposition that will have the desired 
effect. 


"We presume North Adams will at 


once raise the cry of "jealousy" anc! ' 
'anything to do North Adams," but 
the cry will be futile because the wnole 
proposition is too apparent to com- 
mand a favorable act for North Ad- 
ams by the state legislature.
